PR EVIOUS to the act of planting, and particularly where ſmall trees and 
ſhrubs are intended to form the plantation, the earth ſhould be well trench 


ed up, and all noxious weeds taken out, which if left would be of 


much detriment to the growth of the plants, particularly the firſt and 
ſecond years. If the ſoil is a ſtrong clay, it ſhould be turned wp in au- 
the ſea- - 
ſon of planting ; but if the land is of ſuch a gravelly nature as will not ad- 
mit of trenching, the ſurface may be broken up to be in readineſs for the 
uſe of the young plants which are to be put therein, and if ſuch land is 
very poor, or inclinable to barrenneſs, the ſoil may be conſiderably helped 
with manpre of a 9 nature, if conveniently to be obtained, and the 
plantation not very extenſive; or at each place where a plant is intended to 
be ſet, a hole may be opened at leaſt three feet wide, and two feet deep, 
(or as much wider and deeper as you pleaſe) which may be filled up with a 
ſtrong loam, or other good rich earth, intermixed with the broken up ſur- 
face, to be in readineſs for the reception of the trees and Thrubs to be 
planted therein, In this prepared earth the trees will more readily ſtrike root 
and grow, and be the better enabled to withſtand the droughts of the ſuc- 


ceeding ſummer. 


Ix ſtrong clayey ſoils, there will be very little occaſion for opening holes 
deeper than a foot, unleſs ſome very large raqted trees ar intended to be

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planted therein. In this kind of foil a preparation of light us wk 
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eligible for the reception of the roots at planting, as it will fill up the inter 
ſtices between, and exclude the air: whereby the young planted trees are 
more likely to ſucceed in their taking root, .than when planted in the natu- 
ral clayey ſoil; for in ſuch ſtrong lands deep planting ſhould be avoided, 
as the loſs of many plants proceeds from the ſuper-abundance of moiſture 


with which in winter ſuch ſoils are ſaturated, and thereby periſhing the| 


Therefore it may be obſerved, 
that in ſuch ſoils, the trees, &c. ſhould be planted on ſmall hills, or, as the
